The number of stu-| 
dents exceeds 3,000, and the | 
courses have been compressed into | 
three months instead of nine.

Bradley was born February 12, 
1893, in Clark, Mo., and was a 
member of.the 1915 class at West 
Point.

He received his | 
captain’s commission iMay 15, 1917, 
and the temporary rank of major 
in June, 1918. Reverting to his | 
permanent rank of captain Jan-| 
uary, 1920, he was promoted to.

Fort Leavenworth, Kan., in 1929, 
and returned to the infantry school 
for a four-year tour of duty as an 
instructor.

HOUSE SLIPPERS 
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Strange Conclusions 

A survey by Dr. Ralph West Robey, a Co- 
lumbia University professor of banking, of so- 
cial science textbooks used in the nation’s high 
schools has resulted in some startling conclu- 
sions on the part of Dr. Robey. The survey 
was financed by the National Association of 
- Manufacturers, and already has drawn strong 
"comment from leading educators. 

While the educators are well able to take 
care of their angles of the investigation, won- 
der is aroused about a conclusion reached 
‘by Dr. Robey in which he charges that the 


“whole emphasis is -placed on the one-third- 


of the population who are under-fed rather 
than the two-thirds who are well-fed.” 

All will agree that the common people of 
this country, and by that is meant all those of 
average means, have a very deep interest in 
the one-third who:are not only under-fed but 
ill-housed and ill-clothed. From their ‘pockets, 
in large part, comes the money for the Com- 
munity Funds and the relief agencies of this 
country. Many of them may someday be in 
the position of the under-fed. And it is only 
logical that nothing will or can be done about 
the one-third who are under-fed unless their 
existence is forcibly impressed upon the pub- 
lic, and there is no better place to. plant that 
impression than in the public schools of the 
country. If the two-thirds are well-fed, there 
seems little reason for emphasizing them, 
rather than the one-third who need the as- 
sistance that only social growth cah adequate- 
ly give them. 

Dr. Robey also admits in his survey that “in 
most instances you don't get a leftist point of 
view; if you had an out-and-out leftist slant 
it would be much simpler to handle. What 


you get is a critical attitude that is destruc-— 


tive in its influence.” Again there is wonder 
at the attitude of the author of the survey. 
If Americans are not critical in their approach 
to the problem of a country which permits 
one-third of the population to remain under- 
fed, then are they not to be forever doomed if 
the conclusions of this man are to be ac- 
cepted? 

It is to be hoped the National Association 
of Manufacturers will bury the conclusions of 
this survey deep in its archives and leave it to 
gather a richly deserved shroud of dust. If 
it countenances a general attack on the social 
science textbooks of the country on the grounds 
presented by Dr. Robey it can only expect that 
the public will seriously question the motives 
behind the action. Dr. Robey is entirely off- 
base and American educators rightfully have 
come to the defense of the majority of the 
textbooks thus unfairly put on trial.

GERMANS TAKE OVER ITALY WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.— 


Those who doubt Hitler’s 
capacity for ever-extending domination should consider the plight 
of his first ally, Mussolini. The facts have been largely veiled from 
the average newspaper reader by the rigid Roman censorship, but 
all informed officials and diplomats here agree that Mussolini’s Italy 
is already under German rule. 

Hitler has not “taken over” Italy in the sense of resorting to 
a military occupation, for the very simple reason that he does not 
need to do so. German officials, in the guise of “advisers,” are 
inconspicuously but all-powerfully located in all important depart- 
ments of the Italian government, including the foreign office and 
war office. German “experts” have overrun Italian industry. Be- 
tween 8,000 and 15,000 Gestapo men have joined Mussolini’s own 
Ovra in the congenial task of suppressing the slightest murmur of 
discontent. German garrisons are reported stationed in Italian cities 
where discontent is too prevalent. And outside Italy, as the recent 
African dispatches show, German forces are bolstering the Italian 
military effort. 

The real ruler of this government behind a government is gen- 
erally thought to be Count Bismarck, the Nazi party representative 
in the German embassy at Rome. As for the Quisling of Musso- 
lini’s Italy, he is, of course, Mussolini himself. In the words of one 
high American authority, ‘Mussolini now keeps his job by telling 
the Germans that he can manage the Italians for them, and telling 
the Italians that if they throw him out the Germans will take over 


in force.” 
HEAD-WASHING The truth is, Italy has been the prisoner of 
Germany since long before the war. That 
was proved during the Polish crisis, when Mussolini sent his son- 
in-law, Count Ciano, to Salzburg. When the Rome-Berlin Axis 
was formed, both partners agreed not to provoke a European war 
for three years, this being the time Mussolini estimated he needed 
to prepare to fight. Ciano’s Salzburg mission was to remind Hitler 
and von Ribbentrop of this agreement. His reward for his pro- 
tests was the celebrated “head-washing,” in the course of which, 
according to confidential reports, Hitler treated the unhappy 
ex-gigolo to such an exhibition of screaming rage as even the 
unfortunate Shuschnigg of Austria never had to submit to. The 
head-washing turned Ciano anti-German, and he has now “volun- 
teered” for active service, leaving the field in Rome clear for such 
creatures of the Gestapo as Roberto Farinacci. :

To Refugee Children 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday.—Today I shall tell you a little about 
the work of the United States Committee for the Care of European 
Children, which I visited yesterday. I wonder if people realize 
that these children, even when they are in the 
homes of foster parents, are watched over by 
agencies in various parts of the country, chosen: 
by the United States Children Bureau. Somee- 
times these agencies are state agencies, some- 
times they are private ones, but they always 
come up to a high standard set by the Chile 
dren’s Bureau and our guests from overseas are 
safe in their care. F 

No matter how careful they are in a choice 
of a home, however, a child does not always 
adjust and there is friction between the mem- 
bers of the household. In that case, the agency 
tries to find another home in which a happier 
| made. Occasionally, people undertake a respon= 
sibility without realizing quite what it means when they face it 
day in and day out. Financial changes occur, problems arise within 
the family and necessitate changes. All these are part of the re- 
sponsibility assumed by the United States committee. 

The United States committee in many cases assumes financial 
responsibility for the children and must keep a skeleton staff and 
continue to raise a steady income. 
is being made to bring over children.from England, but there are 
children arriving on various steamers, sometimes entirely unaccom- 
panied. The United States conrmittee is notified, meets them, and 
arranges for reception care until they are placed in a home in this 
country. It may be possible to bring some children from Lisbon. 
These children are either now in Lisbon awaiting passage, or 
agencies hope to bring them over in small groups. They are largely 
refugee children of many nationalities from unoccupied France. 

I was surprised to learn the other day that there are still 500 
children with their parents in concentration camps in unoccupied - 
France. The Red Cross is trying to help these children. Some 
of them may eventually find their way to our shores, as well as 
others who can no longer be cared for in France by individuals 
and groups there. It seems to me that every child saved is just 
one more life for which to be thankful. I hope that the United 
States Committee for the Care of European Children will continue 
to do its work with the same success that it has had so far.
